Our 
reference it to W. W. Cftchrane, an agricultural 
economist ef the Uaiversity »f Minnesota, whose 
wards, we fear, may not receive the attention 
they t* richly deserve.

Prof. Cochrane was discussing matters which 


have been much in the news columns m recent 
months. He was talking about the so-called farm 
"subsidies" and S e c r e t a r y Benson's much- 
abused "surpluses." "We have got to screw up 


our courage and be pre- 
pared to do some subsidiz- 
ing," Mr. Cochrane said. 
Two ways to raise con- 
sumption o f agricultural 


products exists, he added, but each involves a 
subsidy. We can raise consumption of farm pro- 
ducts by shipments to undeveloped nations. We 
can, likewise increase consumption of farm com- 
modities by improving the diets of low-income 
groups in tbis country. To export food, however, 
this country will have to give it away, Mr. 
Cochrane said, in the form of aid which would 
become an integral part of the long-range devel- 
opment schemes for these nations. At the same 
time, in his judgment, the methods now used 
to give food to foreign countries are ''mighty 
crude" and must be improved. That makes 
sense. Actually the reputed surplus of food in 
the United States disappears when supply is 
measured by world needs. Our controversy in 
recent years has been based upon American 
standards where undernourishment is compara- 
tively rare and most stomachs are well filled. 
We are not going to diminish this surplus sub- 
stantially by urging people who are already 
eating well to eat more. We are not getting any 
place by the constant references of new indus- 
trial uses for agricultural products. All we are 
doing if ducking the issue. 


* 
Mr. Cochrane made one point upon which Sec- 


retary Benson seems to have succeeded in con- 
fusing most people. Our surpluses have been 
over-emphasized. We need reasonable reserves. 
We need those reserves for unforeseen natural 
developments which contribute to lack of food 
in the world and most of all we need reserves in 
order to be assured of adequate food in the event 
war conies. 


* 
If war on a major scale should develop three 


years hence in the event that the present ad- 
ministration achieves its goal of eliminating 
surpluses, then it would be up to Uncle Sam to 
plead with the American farmer to plant more 


acres in o r d e r to produce 
needed food. We never will 
know how lucky we were to 
have accumulated s u r p l u s 
food when World War II de- 


veloped. It was adequate to feed the free peoples 
of the world until another growing season added 
to the supplies, with farmers heeding the plea 
to plant many more acres. Officially the govern- 
ment lost no time in urging farmers to produce 
more food for a world at war. We can call it 
reserves or we can call it surplus or any other 
name that we see fit to apply. The fact remains 
that there is ample justification and common 
sense for accumulated food stocks in the United 
States. 


We hope more economists connected with edu-

He 
will not be the figure in politics in the big Lone 
Star state that he was up until these early May 
days. And he will not bask in the spotlight in 
Chicago. 


Good Man 


Little attention was given to it in the news 


columns but the public lost a good deal as the 
result of the recent resignation of Allan Sproul. 
president of the New York Federal Reserve 
bank. 


Sproul has been in Federal Reserve Service 


36 years, named to his post by bankers. But he 
has long been recognized as one primarily 
disposed to attending to the public interest. He 
had that fine gift of perception that told him 
when the public interest is served, and he 
did not deviate. He had much to do in the devel- 
opment of the Federal Reserve into its present 
character and was one of the stalwarts who with 
Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
Marriner 


Eccles preserved the stature and function of the 
system after World War II. 


There is no public hint that he resigned either 


under pressure or in protest to anything. His 
explanation, and a believable one, is that after 
36 years in harness he wishes to retire and go 
to California to live it up as a free, untrammeled 
man while there is yet time. No one will criticize 
that though many will regret that the time has 
come for such a good man to quit public service. 
And others will wonder if Mr. Sproul is out of 
sympathy with what is going on now. 


Should Be Open 


The uniform code of military justice provides 


that courts martial shall be open to the public 
unless the convening court orders it otherwise. 


In the instance of Marine Sergeant Matthew 


McKeone whose orders for a night hike at Parris 
Island brought the death of several trainees it 
is hoped that the court will see fit not to close 
the trial that has been ordered on charges of 
manslaughter. 


It is to the public interest that McKeone's trial 


be thoroughly conducted and it is also important 
to the relatives of the dead Marines to have the 
satisfaction of all of the evidence adduced at 
the trial. But equally important is the public's 
right to know all there is to know about training 
procedures and grants of authority. One thing it 
would like to know is why a sergeant, apparently 
on his own instance, can order up imprudent, 
and in this instance calamitous, activities when 
a training camp is replete with commissioned 
officers whose duty is to take responsibility and 
to make decisions.

Ike Is Believed 
A Peacemaker 


WASHINGTON—T h e image of 


President Eisenhower that domi- 
nates m the world today is that of 
the peacemaker. This is true par- 
ticularly in Europe and Asia. And 
with the conferences set for early 
summer with President Soekarno 
of Indonesia and Prime Minister 
Nehru of India, that image will 
be enhanced. 


In an election year, everything 


that happens is given a political 
coloration, and the Republican* 
certainly will promote the Presi- 
dent's role as a bringer of peace. 


The fact of peace, along with 


the intimation that in a second 
term Mr. Eisenhower may be able 
to reach a settlement with the 
Communists 
that the west need 


not be afraid to accept, is likely 
to be the loudest Republican claim 
to continue in power. 


But politics to one side, the po- 


sition the President established at 
the Summit conference at Geneva 
has left an indelible imprint on 
opinion everywhere, and that goes 
for the little group of men who 
make up the collective dictator- 
ship in Moscow. 


He succeeded in convincing even 


neutralists and waverers not only 
that the United States was not a 
warmonger but that tbis country 
meant to work long and hard to 
ease tensions preparatory 
to a 


peace settlement. 


While it has a potent political 


appeal at home, this line makes 
some Republicans distinctly nerv- 
ous. They are fearful of "appease- 
ment," a word of denunciation 
they freely applied to the Demo- 
crats in their conduct of foreign 
policy. 


No poll-taker has yet penetrated 


the fastness of the Kremlin to ask 
the 11 men who make up the Su- 
preme Presidium their choice if 
they could vote for President of 
the United States. But it is a safe 
surmise 
t h a t 
Mr. Eisenhower 


would sweep the Kremlin. 


The Soviet rulers associate the 


Democrats with former President 
Truman, the Korean conflict and 
the threat of a preventive war. 
This is their identification of Sen- 


ator Stuart Symington of Missouri, 
Governor Averell Harriman and 
others prominent in the Democrat- 
ic picture. 


B. and K. demonstrated once 


agajn during their British visit that 
the Soviets believe they can get 
along with the hardboiled Right 
but that they are bound to quarrel 
with the Democratic Left. 


At a dinner given by British l.a- 


borites, Khrushchev clashed vio- 
lently with Labor Party Leader 
Hugh Gaitskell who called on the 
Communists for release of Social 
Democrats imprisoned in Eastern 
Europe. Gaitskell shortly is com- 
ing ta America to address the con- 
vention of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers L'nion at Atlant- 
ic City and is likely to have some 
things to say about Communist re* 
lations with the West. 


As part of what seems to be an 


exercise in having your cake and 
eating it, too, the Republican Right 
is developing a new line on Soviet 
Russia. 


A revolt, so the line goes, is 


simmering beneath the surface in 
the Soviet Union, Now if this is 
true, we can just sit comfortably 
back and wait for nature to take 
its course. The risk of "appease- 
ment" in moving toward a settle- 
ment can be avoided, sine* you 
do not need to bather about so 
unstable a regime which will fall 
of its own weight. 


So much that happens behind 


the Iron Curtain is shrouded in 
mystery that t h e theory of po- 
tential revolt could be correct. It 
happens, however, that those who 
have the most direct and immedi- 
ate knowledge consider it to be 
dangerous nonsense. 


It is dangerous because it en- 


courages in America the mood of 
relaxation in total peace that is 
more and more evident. In a thou- 
sand different ways this mood, 
which is part of our boom-time 
economy, tends to undermine the 
strength this country must main- 
tain if the West is to stand up to 
the challenge of Communism in 
peace or in war.

Most of us agree that the 
dollar a day scale is well lost, 
though many a fine family was 
reared on even less. 


Men worked hard for that dollar. 


Their wives also worked hard to 
make as good a home as possible 
with what they had and rear their 
families into good citizens. For 
the most part they did a good job. 


That dollar is now the minimum 


wage scale for unskilled labor, not 
the day scale but the hour scale. 
The wage goes up and up from 
there. Dissatisfaction is rife with 
constant search for a way to boost 
the wage and lower t h e service 
re .dered. 


What became of the principle of 


giving a day'* labor for an honest 
wage? No one wants to return to 
the old hard life jA years gone by, 
but it Would be wonderful to find 
now and then, the old spirit of 
bo-.esty. 


A case in point, and the city of 


Linc:ln is seoded with them, might 
well be found by a very little tiii.e 
ipcut in watching some of the re- 
pair work being done on our cit7 
streets. Recently, on a street that 
has been blocked off for more 
than two weeks (two block* under 
repair) wbe-e middle of the street 


parkings are being removed, eight 
men took a full hour to unload a . 
dump truck of dirt. Why? 


They even climbed onto the truck 


and used their hands in the pro- 
cess. One man was more than half 
an hour cleaning his glasses. Why 
the labor saving machinery and 
ail the other expensive equipment? 
It is hardly likely that any oi these 
men were in the one-dollar-an-hour 
minimum scale class. 


If the city treasury is so over- 


flowing that it can attord this sort 
of thing, which doubtless is one of 
the least leaks, why not lower the 
tax rate unstead of boosting it? A 
great many of the tax-payers are 
wondering.

Prof. Cochrane wa s discussing m a tters which 
hav e been much in the news colum ns in recent 
months. He was talking about the so-called farm 
“ subsidies” and S e c r e t a r y B enscn’s much- 
abused “ surpluses.” “ We ha v e g ot to screw up 
our courag e and be pre­ 
pared to do som e subsidiz­ 
ing ,” Mr. Cochrane sa id. 
_ Two w a y s 
to 
ra ise 
con­ 
sumption 
o f 
ag ricultural 
product» ex ists, he added, but ea ch inv olv es a 
subsidy . We can ra ise consumption of farm pro­ 
ducts by shipm ents to undev eloped nations. We 
ca n likewise increa se consumption of farm com ­ 
m odities by improv ing the diets of low-income 
g roups in this country . To ex port food, howev er, 
this country will ha v e to g iv e it a way , Mr. 
Cochrane said, in the form of aid which would 
becom e an integ ral part of the long -rang e dev el­ 
opment schem es for these nations. At the sa m e 
tim e, in his judg ment, the methods now used 
to g iv e food to foreig n countries are “ mig hty 
crude” and must be improv ed. 
That m akes 
sense. Actually the reputed surplus of food in 
the United States disappea rs when su p p ly is 
m easured by world needs. Our co n tro v ersy 
in 
recent y ea rs has been based u p o n Am erican 
standards where u n dern o u rish men t 
is c o m p ara­ 
tiv ely rare and most stom a chs are well filled. 
We are not g oing to diminish this surplus sub­ 
sta ntia lly by urg ing people who are already 
ea ting w ell to ea t more. We are not g etting any 
pla ce by the constant references o f n ew indus­ 
trial uses for agricu ltu ral p ro du cts. All we are 
doing is ducking the issu e. 
★ 
Mr. Cochrane made one point upon which Sec­ 
retary Benson seem s to hav e succeeded in con­ 
fusing m ost people. Our surpluses hav e been 
ov er-em pha sized. We need reasonable reserv es. 
We need those reserv es for unforeseen natural 
dev elopm ents which contribute to lack of food 
in the world and most of all we need reserv es in 
order to be assured of adequate food in the ev ent 
war com es. 
★ 
If war on a m ajo r sca le sh o u ld dev elo p th ree 
y ea rs hence in th e ev en t th at 
the p resen t ad­ 
m inistration ach iev es 
its 
go al of elimin atin g 
surpluses, th en it wo u ld be u p to Un cle Sam to

caught while trying to run in e 
cargo of kerosene jet fuel to Red 
China—he had thought about es- 
caping from the Soviet Union.

Ben Yeremenko, a dark-haired

Denied Charges 


The three Soviet sailors denied 


charges made in Moscow by the 
.five who returned that any of the 
Soviet sailors who came here were 
mistreated in the United States or 
in Formosa while under intern- 
ment. On the contrary, they said 
they had received much help and 
kindness. 


They denied other charges of the 


five returnees in Moscow that they 
aie being held here against their 
will. They predicted the five re- 
turnees will, when things quiet 
down after the Soviet government 
has extracted all possible propa- 
ganda value from them, be sent to 
cut wood in concentration camps. 


The three said they preferred not 


to answer any questions about 
their present occupations on the 
ground this might give the Rus- 
sians a clue to their whereabouts. 
They indicated they are all work- 
ing or about to work Previously 
two of the three were employed in 
Paterson, N. J. 


So far most of the friendships 


these Soviet sailors have made 
since their arrival in this country 
last year appear to be with Rus- 
sian-speaking

United States. One of the three 
said he had never yet been invited 
into an English-speaking American 
home. But, he pointed out, while 
he was working in a factory he and 
his companions had a number of 
English-speaking

scientists have begun tests on a 
liquid fuel reactor, or atomic fur- 
nace, which they believe holds 
promise of atomic power as cheap 
as coal by 1969. 


The reactor, in which 
liquid 


atomic fuels are mixed together 
much like milk and cream 
in 


homogenized milk, is an improved 
version of a one which generated 
enough electricity at Oak Ridge to 
light 50 houses. Because of the 
way the liquid fuels are mixed. U 
is called a homogeneous reactor 


It is one of five reactor types 


which the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion <AEC> is developing at vari- 
ous installations as a prelude to
